Janice Brimberry: 
$19 million tax bill, 
federal indictment

EAST ST. LOUIS — Janice A. Brimberry got a huge “lump of 
coal” for Christmas — a $19 million tax bill and a federal indict- 
ment. ay - 

A federal grand jury in East St. Louis indicted her Thursday on 
charges of tax evasion and lying to the Internal Revenue Service. 

Brimberry, 42, was the wife of Thomas R. Brimberry, who was 
convicted five years ago of masterminding the $16 million looting 
of the Stix & Co. brokerage in St. Louis. 

The woman whe once took lavish shopping trips to Europe, and 
who lived in a million-dollar mansion in Granite City and a 
$500,000 home in Phoenix, Ariz., now lives in a one-story bungalow 
with a broken storm door on Washington Avenue in Granite City. 
Located there Friday, she declined to answer a reporter’s ques- 
tions concerning Thursday’s indictment. 

Tom Brimberry was convicted in two trials in 1983 and 1984 and 
is currently at the U.S. prison in Marion, Ill., serving two 10-year 
terms. ~ 2 . 

The two-count indictment of Janice Brimberry charges her with 
under-reporting assets and attempting to evade payment of $19.4 
million, including taxes, interest and penalties. 

The indictment alleges she filed a false IRS information in 
November 1987, listing zero assets. The indictment is related to an 
undercover operation conducted in March by IRS agents, who 
alleged purchasing $65,000 worth of jewelry from her at the Col- 
linsville Hilton hotel, now the Holiday Inn. 

A_second count alleges she attempted to conceal assets and 
evade pa: ent of taxes between 1975 and 1981 while her husband 
was inyolved in the Stix swindle. The two filed joint income tax 
returns. 

Brimberry was linked to helping her husband create phony stock 
certificates used to withdraw large amounts of money from 10 
securities accounts he controlled at the brokerage, where he rose 
to senior vice president. However, no charges were filed against 
her prior to last week. , 

She was granted immunity from prosecution in 1983! after she 
agreed to testify against some of thé*principals in the Stix looting. 

Janice Brimberry was arraigned Thursday at the U.S. District 
Court in East St. Louis and was freed on a $50,000 bond. If convict- 
ed, she could face eight years imprisonment and fines of $500,000 
plus the expense of prdsecution. j

Thompson countered by 
saying the state has specific SSC 
eminent domain powers with a 
speedy taking provision, reduc- 
ing any SSC construction delay. 

eRanked Texas schools as 
average and Illinois schools as 
outstanding but then ranked both 
states as, outstanding for com- 
munity resources. Thompson 
said school quality is an impor- 
tant aspect of community 
resources.

go back to Old West

The narrow gauge railroad 
that runs between the Colorado 
towns of Durango and Silverton 
was designed to carry ore down 
from mines in the mountains. 
Today, it performs a more color- 
ful task by giving visitors to the 
area a delightful taste of the Old 
West. 

The track winds along the 
cliffs and canyons of the San 
Juan .Mountains. And though a 
log cabin is sometimes visible 

the trees, this craggy, 
formidable- landscape remains 
nearly as pristine as it was cen- 
turies ago, when‘thé first explor- 
ers made their way on horse- 
back. 

Remarkably, the 75-ton steam 
locomotives that carry tourists 
are sized to negotiate the moun- 
tains. Belching black smoke 
from their coal-fed engines, they 
chug out of the Durango station 
and into remote wilderness, fol- 
lowing the Animas River to Sil-

Passengers have the option of 
riding in enclosed cars, all of 
which date from the late 1870s, 
or in open gondolas, which pro- 
vide a’chilly ride in early morn- 
ing hours, but allow better views 
of the spectacular country. 

At times, the track runs 
through valleys, nearly at the 
river’s level. Churning white 
water dances and sparkles like 
crystals in the sunshine. Tower- 
ing aspens, with peeling white 
bark and magnificent pines grow 
thick. 

This 45-mile stretch of track 
took a year to construct. It was 
built, between 1881 and 1882, by 
the Denver and Rio Grande Raii- 
way (now the Denver and Rio 
Grande Western), which also 
founded the picturesque town of 
Durango. ‘ 

The railroad has hauled a 
variety of ores down from the 
mountains: lead, copper, gold 
and silver, and it is estimated 
that $300 million precious metals 
have ridden this route.

This railroad has remained in 
continuous operation longer than 
any other similar line, according 
to Durango station master Amos 
Cordova. it-first became a 
major tourist attraction in the 
town in 1946, when 3,000 passen- 
gers made the trip. The numbers 
of (prmcnaess: grow every year, 
with 175,000 making the run this 
year. 


In 1981, the Denver and Rio 
Grande Western sold the Duran- 
go-Silverton branch to the 
Durango and Silverton Narrow 
Gauge Railroad Co., which has 
“‘pledged to preserve the histo:

expanding operations if neces- 
sary, but never running a diesel 
engine on these tracks,’’ says 
Charles Bradshaw, president of 
the railroad.
